1. The After Final Amendment is not entered. In response to Applicants' remark "In 
addition to including the limits of claim 1 into claim 17, Applicants include the limits of 
claim 5 into claim 17. If the Examiner would find the combination of claims 1 and 17 
allowable, Applicants offer to withdraw the inclusion of claim 5, and change all of claims 
2-9 to depend from claim 17. Applicants would also offer to file a claim directed to the 
"crosslinking" aspect of the invention." (Remarks, page 4), the Examiner notes that, 
first, the proposed amendment to a single remaining independent claim 17 incorporates 
the structural and functional limitations of canceled claims 1-9, while deleting the 
composition limitations (e.g., hydrophilic polymer is polyvinyl pyrrolidone) clearly 
broadens and changes the scope of the invention in totality of the cancellation of claims 
2-9, and raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 
Second, it is not clear to the Examiner the significance and reasoning of including the 
"crosslinking" aspect of the invention, and in the absence of such limitation in the 
proposed amendment appears to be premature to request reconsideration by the 
Examiner. Third, the proposed "crosslinking" limitation, either it is included in the 
amended claim now or later, it would also require further consideration and/or search.
